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A mystery witness his i worn to con* 

g essionil Investigitors that a Centnl 
telllgence Agency agent introduced 
him to Lee Hiirey Oswald in Dallas 
three months before Oswald gunned 
down President John F. Kennedy. 

The witness, whom we have agreed 
to Identify only as Mr. X because of at* 
tempts of his life, is the founder of a 
Cuban terrorist group that worked 
closely with the CIA. 

The group held secret meetings at 
9128 Hollinaile In Dallas before the as- 
sassination. Not long after Kennedy 
was shot, a Dallas deputy sheriff was 
told by an informant that Oswald bad 
been associating with some Cubans at 
**3128Harlendale.* 

Mr. dramatic testimony casts 
new light on the story Sylvia Odio, 
daughter of a wealt^ opponent of Cu- 
ban Premier Fidel Qutn), told to the 
FBI Two months before the Kennedy 
killing, she related, she wu visited in 
her Dallas apartment by three men 
who identify themselvei as friends 
of her father. 

One wu introduced to her u *Xeon 
Oswald.** When she saw the picture in 
the newspapers of the man who had 
shot Kennedy, she fainted from shock. 
It wu the same Oswald, she wu cer- 
tain, who bad visited her apartment 
Congressional Investigitors have 
now learned that the late J. Edgar 
'Hoover deliberately misled the Wai^ 
ren Commission about Odio's mysteri- 
ous visitors. She wu such a persuasive 
witness that the commission staff wu 
preparlnc to Investlfate her story 
thoroughly. 

Staff members even speculated, ac- 
cording to one internal memo, that the 
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anti-Caitro forces might have re- 
cruited Oswald, a known, proOastro 
activist to kill Kennedy. 

*The motive on this,** states the me- 
mo, **would of course be the expecta- 
tion that after the ITesident was 
killed, Oswald would be caught or at 
least his identity ascertained; the law 
enforcement authorities and the pub- 
lic would then bljme the assassination 
on the Castro government; and the call 
for a forceful overthrow would be Irre- 
sistible.’* 

But Hoovw abruptly blocked this 
line of inquiry by notifying the War- 
ren Commission on Sept 21, 1964, that 
the FBI had located and Identified 
Odio's callers. He named them as 
Loran Hall, Lawrence Howard and 
William Seymour, all antl-Castroltes, 
Hoover even suggested that Odlo could 
have confused the names “Loran Hall** 
and “Leon Oswald.** 

Mow the congressional investigators 
have uncovered evidence that aU three 
denied visiting the Odlo apartment 
and that the FBI had obtained their 
denials btfort Hoover wrote his letter 
to the Warren Commission. 

The investisators have also obtained 
the tape of a lascinatlog conversation, 
predicting two weeks in advance that 
Kennedy would be shot “from an off- 
.ke building with a high-powered ri- 
fle.** The prediction wu made by the 
late Josepn HHteer, a right-wing rab- 
ble rouser, who also happened to have 
close connections witn anti-Castro 
leaders. 

The conversation wu taped on Nor. 
9 , 1963, in Miami by an FBI informant 
named Willie Somersett, who turned 
the tape over to the FBI the next day. 
Milteer is beard on the tape des^blng 


how Kennedy would die. Then the rab- 
bje rouser added knowingly that Ken- 
nedy “knows he Is a marked man.** 

Milteer later admitted to the FBI 
that he had been in Dallu in June, 
1963, but denied having any knowl- 
edge of the Kennedy assasssinaUon. 
Howler, the Informant told the FBI 
that he uked Milteer after the shoot- 
ing whether he had known about it in 
advance or had merely been guessing. 
“1 don’t do any guessing,** replied MU- 
teer. 

But the most explosive development 
is Mr. X’s statement that he met Os- 
wald In the company of a CIA agent 
Congressional investigators questioned 
the mystery witness closely on three 
separata occulons. They finally con- 
cluded that “bJs credibility is strength- 
ened by the details he provides consist- 
ent with what he told us before. Signif- 
icantly, he remains very strong on the 
Oswald lighting.** 

The encounter occurred in a down- 
town Dallu buildiug, where Mr. X had 
an appointment with his CIA contact 
The agent wu accompanied by a man 
whom Mr. X later recognized u Ken- 
neys kiUer. 

“when he saw it wu Oswald that 
killed Kennedy,** the investigators re- 
ported in a confidential memo, “he 
nearly freaked out, but he never said 
anything.** 

The investigators tried to pin down 
Mr. X on how he could be sure that 
man wu Oswald. Mr. X replied, ac- 
cording to the memo, that he had 
leamea “how to retain the character- 
Ics of a person; he had trained himself 
to do that And if It wasn’t Oswald, it 
wu someone who wu exactly like Os- 
wald, his exact double.
